(lash Curtiss realized the danger, and 
elevating his planes instantly shot his 
machine upward and 
soared safely 


over the Frenchman.' 


The thousands of spectators 
who 


lined 
the 
aerodome 
watched 
the 


maneuver with'bated'breath, but when 
they saw it sucessfully and brilliantly 
carried'out they wildly applauded the 
American. The third machine In thc- 
nlr at this time was that of M. Tis- 
sandier. 


Wind Goes Down With Sun. 


The wind, which had been master,ot 


the aeroplanes'for two days, suddenly 
died out at sundown and,the aviators 
rushed to the sheds and dragged out 
their machines. Thousands of eager 
spectators crowded about them, 'but 
mounted gendarmes and dragoons soon 
cleared the aerodrome so that the trials 
could proceed. Count de Lambert, on 
a Wright model, 'was the first of the 
aviators to start, and made a complete 
circuit of the aerodrome. M. Tissan- 
dier, also on a Wright biplane, followed 
him. 


Then the Curtiss machine, looking 


smaller and more compact than the 
others, was placed in position for a 
flight. 
Curtiss still was limping 'and 


usod in walking a gnarled stick which 
was presented to him by the village 
cure. But. like M. Bleriot,'who before 
crossing the English channel in his 
monoplane threw 
aside his crutch, 


Curtiss mounted the seat of his biplane 
unincumbered. 
' 


"Where will you land?" was asked 


of the Hammondsport, N. Y., expert. 


"I will land right here." answered 


Curtiss, and he started tils motor. Af* 
ter a short run over the ground the 
aeroplane ascended and made a.wide 
turn and then described evolutions 
back and forth over the aerodrome. 


Lands at Starting Point, 


Curtiss, true to 
his word, after 


averting the midair collision, landed at 
his place of starting after having been 
in the air four minutes. The altitude 
•reached by him was 150 feet, fifty feet 
higher than any of the'others. Count 
de Lambert and M. Tissandler each 
made flights of twelve minutes during 
the evening, and Hubert Latham took 
a few'short spins about the course. 


M. Bleriot came out'on the field with 


his monoplane, but darkness prevent- 
ed his making a night. After his own 
slclllful flight'Mr. Curtiss said: 


"I am entirely sAsfied with my 


aeroplane, which tho'reccnt accident 
has not hurt in any way. I used an 
eight cylinder motor 'today. The only 
trouble I experienced was with th? 
propellers, which revolved so fast that 
the draft from' them strained the rud- 
der. This, however, 'can be remcdlei: 
for future flights by strengthening the 
rudder." 


Mr. Curtiss tonight joined tho oth- 


er experts in a statement to the effect 
that aviation is a fine weather sport 
but that people must not expect flights 
to be made in all sorts of weather 
Personally. 'Mr. Curtiss said, he did 
not intend to take any risks. He has 
decided not to enter the passenger 
carrying test, as he has no hope o 
defeating Bleriot in it. He intends, in-

Regard It at Test Case. 


Aeronautic experts here last night 


generally viewed the suit as In the na-

Regarded In this light the suit 
Is likely to have a most Important 
bearing on the development of aerial 
navigation.

ler-thun-alr machines which have met 
with any degree of success in this 
country have been constructed along 
lines, which, apparently, the Wrights 
regard as pre-empted by their patents. 


In the bill" of complaint the Wrights 


set forth that their claims to the sole 
rights In heavier than air flying ma- 
chines of this type "have been recog- 
nized by the United States government, 
which has purchased some of the ma- 
chines, while the sovereigns of other 
countries have given similar acknowl- 
edgment."

ENGINEER WAS KILLED. 


Struck by Protruding Telegraph Pole » 


He Leaned From Cab. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 20.—William 


Bourque, the daring driver who had 
risked his life in many a thrilling mo- 
tor race and who did not know what 
fear meant, laughed at death oric'e too 
often. 


He was killed yesterday • afternoon 


in the opening meet o£ Indianapolis' 
new $400,000 motor speedway, and to- 
morrow morning his body will go back 
to his old home in Springfield, Mass. 


Accompanying 
it will be that o£ 


Harry Holcomb, who occupied the me- 
ch..nic's .seat in the Knox car which 
Bourque was driving when both men 
met their doom. 


Bourque and Holcomb lost their lives 


on a track 'built especially for motor 
car racing and which was supposed to 
have robbed such contests of most of 
their danger. The promoters had spent 
lota of money to construct a speedway 
on which it was believed racing a.utos 
might go a hundred miles an hour with 
comparative safety. But a turn of the 
head showed how futile had been their 
efforts. 


Car Skids, Men Hurled Into Air. 
Just what was the primary cause of 


the accident no one is able to say, but 
evidence seems to lay most of the re- 
sponsibility on the dead men them- 
selves. Both turned their heads to look 
behind at a critical moment, There 
came a skid of the car and the next 
Instant it had overturned. The occu- 
pants were sent hurling through the 
air and crashed into a fence. Bourque 
died almost instantly. Holcomb suc- 
cumbed on trio way to the hospital at 
the other end of the park. 


Fifty-seven laps. o£ the 250'mile 


feature race had been run before the 
fatalities happened. The contest had 
resolved 
itself into a monotonous 


grind. Critics began to acknowledge 
that at last a track had been con- 
structed on which it was possible to 
travel the limit in safety. 


Bourque had worked up into second 


place and was fighting Chevrolet for 
the lead. Down the back stretch 
Bourque and 
Chevrolet had reeled. 


Bourque had dashed up to the last turn 
at' sixty miles an hour. 


Then Came Fatal Look Behind. 
The turn is &60 feet long and the 


Knox driver had straightened up to 
plunge into the home stretch. Then 
came the fatal look behind. 


Why both driver and mechanic 


should turn their heads at the same 
time no one knows, hut they did. It 
was their last look. Perhaps it was 
the swing of their bodies when they 
started to face 
forward again that 


caused the skid. Maybe it was tho car 
striking a soft spot in tho track. It 
may have been something els" 
None 


can tell. 


hatcvcr it was that caused th 


had been covered Holcomb had passed 
away. 


Bourque's skull was crushed, and 


both legs were fractured. There were 
three holes in Holcomb's skull and his 
left arm was broken In two places. 


The news of tragedy was not told 


to the audience of 15,000 that packed 
the grounds and witnessed the acci- 
dent. 
All the spectators knew was 


that a car had tipped over and some 
one had been hurt. Chevrolet, Strang, 
Merz, Klncaid, and the others drivers 
kept up the race, the band played, and 
death was thrust into the background. 


Partner Collapses at News. 


Albert. Denison, racing partner of 


Bourque, who had teamed it with the 
Irishman from 
Springfield for 
two 


years in road race and hill climb, col- 
lapsed when he heard the news. They 
did not tell him of Bourque's death at 
first and even after hundreds knew of 
it, Denison thought his friend 
still 


lived, although badly injured. When 
they did tell him he became hysteri- 
cal, and it was necessary to call a doc- 
tor to care for him. 


Louis Chevrolet, the French driver 


of the Buick team, was led into the 
hospital shortly after the two men 
died. As he gazed upon the bodies of 
his former rivals of the track he mut- 
tered, "Too bad! Too.bad!" and then 
staggered to a chair, too weak to stand 
both the physical and emotional strain 
of the moment. 


Bourque had been in the employ of I 


the Knox company since 1903, starting ! 
as a tester of cars. . He was so clever 
at this that'he naturally .drifted Into 
the competition game,, becoming one 
of tho racing drivers in 1807 as a team 
mate of Denison. He was 26 years old 
and unmarried. 


Holcomb was only 22 years old, but 


as daring in nature as Bourque. He 
had been the latter's mechanic all sea- 
son, 
and in the Cobe cup race at 


Crown Point he held down the other 
seat on the Knox that made such a 
bold effort at winning the classic. He, 
too, was unmarried. His home was in 
Granville. Mass. 
He was with the 


Knox company two years. 


Knox Company Cancels Entries. 
As' a result of the fatalities, the 


Knox company canceled all its entries 
for the present meet, and it is likely 
it will withdraw from all sorts of mo- 
tor competition from now on, although 


: always lias been one of the principal 
upporters of this branch of sport.

of Pure Food Law. 


Washington, Aug.' 20.—Eggs, dessi- 


cated, liquid, dried or in any form oth- 
er than inclosed in the covering given 
by nature will be construed by the 
government to be in violation of the 
pure food laws. 


The crusade which was started in 


Chicago and Washington will be prose- 
cuted in ail sections, with the hope 
that the government will find ilseli 
strong enough to compel the sale o: 
eggs as they come from the hens o. 
the' country. 


The pure food experts insist tha1 


the egg is an article that must not bi 


that 
any adulteration 


adds impurities to It. 
Recently in 


Chicago the government seized a con 
signment of liquid eggs, and dessicatei 
or evaporated eggs found in a loca 
bakery -have been confiscated. 


In the petition filed to support tlv 


seizure of dessicated eggs, the govern 


nent sets up that the analysis of dried1 


s disclosed that they were "In a • 


11 thy, decomposed and putrid condl-: 
ion, and unfit for human consump-' 
ion."

cutions on tlie ground that any effort 
:o adulterate violates the pure food 
aw.
